Relations last October at £2500 a year, 
opinions voiced in Westminster were loudly 
divided on. the appointment. 



"IITAS it a clever piece 
of "keep the money 
in the family" and "jobs 
for ihe boys" on the part 
Of the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Macmillan, who is the 
Duke's uncle by marriage? 

Or was ■ a much more 
subtle piece ol political 
manoeuvring and cunningly 
correct anticipation, looking 
outwards towards the US A. 
instead of inwards towards the 
family. 

For the Duke oi Devon- 
ahire — who it visiting New 
Zealand and Australia on I I 
way to New Delhi — is the 
nephew of Lady Dorothy 
Macmillan. He i> also (much 
less widely known] friend and 
former brother-in-law of Presi- 
dent John Kennedy. 

The present Duke of Devon- 
shire's elder hrother, the [hen 
Marquess of Hnrtiliglon, who 
was killed hi World War If, 
married Kathleen Kennedy, 
Jfilin Kennedy's lister.

'PHKSE have been exciting weeks on 
Mother Earth as a little chimpanzee 
railed Ham Mazed a space trail for homo 
sapiens, and Ruasia sent a '"piggy-hack'" 
rocket on a 55-ininion-mile trip to Venus, 

• Ham made his brirf, historic voyage lor the 
Americans on January 31. Undergoing intense noise 
.ind stress, he was rocketed 155 miles into the sky 
from Florida: then there was a period of weightless- 
ness; and finally, in his sealed capsule, he fell into the 
\tlanlic several hundred miles from the launching 
point. During all that time he manipulated levers. 

An American searrh ship picked him up four hours 
jfter the start of the journey. When the capsule was 
npcned lie gazed nut quietly, and then shook hands 
with a vet. who was waiting to examine him. Ham's 
reward: an apple. His achievement: he had shown 
that a human being in a similar journey into space 
could stay conscious, control his movements, and suf- 
fer no grave harm. Ham was rrported to be "looking 
very happy" as 300 official* and journalists gave him 
.i hero's welcome back to Florida. 
9 Eleven days later the Russians sent a massive rocket 
satellite encircling the globe, and from it, by remote 
control, launched an intcr-planctary rocket, weighing 
nam) two-thirds of a ton. This is speeding towards 
Venus at mitre than 25,000 miles an hour, and is ex- 
pected to arrive on or near that planet late in May. 
"■dentists everywhere are hoping that the rocket will 
radio important information about the mysterious 
\ en us, which is perpetually covered with cloud.

ment — but, like Ham's journey, it unfortunately also 
has military significance in the "cold war."

Straggly looting speeimens ean be revived wonderfully 
in ilus way, particularly if the soil is cultivat-d all round 
and manured at the same time. 

Many evergreens do not require pruning .11 all, oilier 
than ihe removal of dead wood, bul if lliijy produce ail 
unsightly tall branch that is out of keeping with lite rest, 
in sometimes happens with a7a|.-as, rhododendrons, and 
lainels, these meriting trrowlhs should he cm back id make 
them toafonn to the rest. 

Sometimes the faded tlnwerheads should be removed to 
pres-ent the production of seed. This seed plaei 1 * an unneces- 
sary strain riti the bush, and in thr rase of afaleas and 
rhododendrons olten mlui-es die flower rmp the follrnving 
year. 

Severe pruning .if branches stimulates item or wood pro. 
duction, because tie- supply of food taken up by the lull root 
system is forced into a smaller area of top, with the rentd 
that latent buds develop into branches. 

Thercfure, garrleners ptunr weak tires and ulinilw to pre- 
lum.- i ui teased lop-gTowth.

Drastic pruning of the roots reduces: wood produrrion 
and is ., method ■■ftr-Tl used to imhire frilitfillness rn harress 
or slusv. fruiting trees, This has the effret of withholding 
loud, and forces the tree or shrub to set about repnidnrini 
itself, that is, forming fruit buds. 

I'ruuiug tri es in summer favors Mower and ft ml produr- 
tjmi. and ninler treatment stimulates leaf and liranrh pro- 
dti. lion. Ttees pruned while dormant strive to replace the 
parts removed with new ones, and die retail is the farced 
development not only of flower buds bill also of leaf and 
shoot luitls Ib.u m.uld otherwise have remained dormant. 

Thus severe dormant pinning n-sults in rOUth tnp-grnwlb 
and alien recUicrs the yield. This applies panicul.irk i,. 
peach, apricot, plum, and uther Kone-fnutl trees, hut not io 
frrapevines. Kxrrssive gTowth may lie converted into Hower- 
tnir or fruiting spurs by shortening 

Finally, remember that many tall perennial plants need

is a winter job. to be done when the 
bushes are moat dormant, between June and 
the middle oj August, depending on the local 
climate.

A light trruninr/ will jert'e 
mill strong orouwri, bul uxak gmwen UtetiM he cat 
beck to a smaller number oj branches to get all the 
vigor passible in those that remain. 

Best blooinn are obtained !rom iMtershoots anil 
young nxjwf. Take, out all dead, reootf. jpinrffi/ tjrotrrris, 
nntf misshnpen lironchct, and shorter, lanky mood that 
has already pawerea. 

Overseas, lignt pruning Is practised mtitreitr the 
climate is mad, ana this has gamed papvlarity in Aus- 
tralia, but it ts feasible only where the climate is very 
warm. On the highland* and icell down south In 
Tatmanut and southern Vfelorio, prunino i< usually a 
trifle harder than rn Sydney or Queensland. 

So/t-toooded roses, euch as pernefianax, frequently die 
rr pruned hard; but the tr.a rnsr.} are airy and (ouort 
and irilf rni'isitind more abuse than any other 

Floribundas and palyanthas should be pruned exactly 
the same a» hiuh ronea or srandorrl huoritf teas Poly- 
anthus are usually cut dawn almost to soil level no 
matter how much hud-gruwlh they man be showing 
rhis is nluMjre tallowed by new. better -thtttxi base- 
mood. 

Climbers should be pruned bv removing all dead and 
iconi-out curies. Leave the nete eartei nforte, srtorfenino 
onllt where necessary and cutting back lateral! that 
have atrtadu flowered to two or three eyes. 

Pillar roses should be (reared similarly.

'piIERE arc mans hostels 
here, catering for ihe huge 
numbers of public servants re- 
quired by Government de- 
part ttumfat) and several are 
almost wholly occupied by 
young people in their late 
teens and early twenties. 

Many of these ar*- students 
who work in Government of- 
fices during ihe day and sludv 
at niolii. Many more are m 
Canberra on transfers of six 
mouths or a year from jobs 
io their home States. 

Each hostel-dweller is pro- 
vided wiih a single furnished 
room and all meals in retorn 
for a reasonable tariff. There 
are nn restrictions of any kind 
— it is endrely up to yon at 
to how you pass your lime, 
and no entertainment is pro- 
vided by the hostels, 

However, there are friend- 
ships io be made, and tins, 1 
think, is the best aspect of 
hostel life. The young people 
in Ihe (lent els come from all 
pans of Australia because of 



the wide variety of attractive 
jobs to be found- 

Bceau.w Canberra as yet has 
link- to offer in the way nf 
Wa i-lubs. theatres, and dance 
halls, seeking the friendship 
and company of others with 
"come up for roffee in my 
room lati-i'' is the popular 
lliing. 

This type of invitation may 
lead to a casual cup of coffee 
for supper or 'a lis-ely narty 
going on until the small hours 
of the morning.
